TildGu Willing; to Knlcr tlio i'ro 


ilentinl Race. 


An old and valued friend of Samne 


J. Tildeu in an interview, swys : "I am 
satisfied that Tildeu views his publi 
career as a matter so absoiutelj iu con 
trol of the public decision that he wil 
tacitly abide by it in the event of a re 
nominatior. In regard to the idea o 
excessive strain upon his physical con 
dition, he has been fully prepared foi 
any contingency of this kind, not mere 
ly by his rapid restoration to health 
and vigor, but by his changed relations 
to suoh a campaign, should it occur. A 
one time, not loug since, oven his im 
mediate followers abandoned the idea 
of his further leadership and went to 
seek their fortunes in other directions! 
Many 
of them ore 
now nomewha 


alarmed at the prospect of hid renoin 
ination, as they have set up for them 
selves or joined adverse interests, bu 
that Tilden will respond in the affirma- 
tive to a proper demand by the party 
and the people there is not a particle o 
doubt. It is also his positive conviction 
that the time, opportunity and uecessit; 
for his identity with a movement for 
the nomination of a ticket which was 
elected by the people, but denied by 
their tribunals in 1876, is now at hand. 
The recent course of Hendriuks has, 
perhaps, given this idea more positive 
vitality than it seemed to have a few 
mouths ago." 


Hall a Ceutry Heuciv 


"If the various countries maintain 


their present rate of increase," says 
Mr. Gosselin, Secretary of Embassy at 
Berlin, "fifty years hence the United 
States will have a population of 100,- 
000,000, Eussia approximately 163,000,- 
000, Germany 83,000,000, the United 
Kingdom 63,000,000, Austria-Hungary 
and Italy both 44,000,000, France only 
40,000,000. 
Germany has already in 


round numbers 7,500,000 more inhabi- 
tants thau France, but in this reckoning 
Algeria is not taken into account." 
For war purposes, however, it is ob- 
served that the balance is not so heavily 
against France, for whereas in Germany 
there are only 965 males to every 1,000 
females, in France there are 991. Ger- 
many has, therefore, only 3,500,000 
more men than France.

The postal revenue already shows, by 


anticipation, the effect of the reduction 
of letter postage which goes into effect 
October 1st. 
People are ordering as 


close as possible, in order to have stock 
ou hand when the time comes, as no 
arrangement for the redemption of three 
cent stamps is yet made. 
The conse- 


quence is a reduction in the sale of 
threes and an increase in the sale of 
twos. 
The probabilities are that tho 


Postal Department will decide to convert 
the threes in the hands of the people, 
October 1st, into twos.

Lawsou's Local Option resolution, and 
that is a very significant step. 
It fur- 


uishas another proof of tha increased 
favor in which the temperance move 
ment is held in England, where once 
the few temperance agitators were 
treated with ridicule by all classes 
Now, however, even actual teetotalers 
begin to be numerous among the mos 
intelligent men, and in the more culti- 
vated society the quantity of wine anc 
spirituous liquors uaed has much de- 
creased as compared with the past. 


The same tendency to abstinance or 


moderation is observable here, and 
among the people who were never influ- 
enced by the wild temperance agitators 
who treated the drinking of anything 
acoholio as a veritable sin against God. 
The dude, of whom we hear so much in 
these days, is a very slight consumer of 
alcohol. In fact, abstinence from excess 
in the expression of unction and of 
ideas, in dress aud in zeal, as well as in 
ating and drinking, is necessary to the 
maintenance of the character. The dude 
must be moderate in all things, even to 
the total sacrifice of spontaneity. 


But men of more virile ambitions are 


not less abstemious about the use of 
alcoholic beverage in these days—men 
of leisure, men of business, professional 
men and workingmen, we am glad to 
say. 
As it is in England, so it is here. 


Drunkeness is not regarded as the par- 
donable offence it was once held to be. 
ft degrades a man, and casts doubt on 
his trustworthiuess both socially and in 
a business sense, 


And the people of this city, for in- 


stance, were never so prepared as now 
to sustain a sensible and practical move- 
ment for the regulation of the sale of 
spirituous liquors so aa to protect the 
;eueral welfare. 
The great majority of 


he population would gladly see the 
number of rum shops reduced and the 
jolitical power of the rum seller les- 
sened. 


The most hopeful temperance move- 


ment which has wver taken place is now 
[uietly in progress iu both England f.nd 
America, for it is based on good sense 
—on the growing conviction that alco- 


ol is dangerous stuff to meddle with.

An old-timer who noticed the above 


in the market report, published in the 
Weekly Independent, 
w^ts reminded 


thereby of the great contrast between 
the prices of flour now and those at n 
certain period in the history of Virginia 
City. 
The time referred to was in the 


spring of 1805. 
The preceding winter 


had been one of remarkable dsop snow 
and cold weather. 
The 
"Chinook 


winds" were frozen out, or ac least did 
not cross the range iuto Montana. 
Along toward the spring of 18G5 freight- 
ing was almost entirely suspended be- 
tween Salt Lake and Virginia City, tho 
snow lying so deep in the Snake rival- 
range that it was almost impossible for 
the heavily laden trains to cross, 
One 


large flour train arrived at the foot of 
the Snake river divide, but the snow 
was deep, the cold intense, and the 
oien could find no grass and perished 
by the dozen. 
lu tho meantime pro- 


visions were getting scarcer and scarcer 
in Virginia; flour was hoarded like gold 
dust, and was almost as precious; pota- 
toes, beans, and all substitutes for flour 
were almost exhausted, and a large 
number of people were already living 
upon "beef straight." 
Potatoes were 


very scarce, at 25 cents per pound, and 
all other provisions were held at pro- 
portionately high prices.

part of February 1865, saw the flrst big 
rise in flour. The price jumped from

;uade was nominated for secretary, but 
ecliued. A flour sack nailed to a pole 
as their banner, and they inarched up 
nd down Wallace street.

the owners was $36 per hundred, which 
was considered a fair profit. 
After the 


flour was all gathered in a committee 
was appointed and it was decided to 
allow eighteen pounds to the man so 
long as the flour held oat, the price to 
be the same as that paid the owners. 
Men with sacks in their hands formed 
in Hue and received their portion. After 
a few hours the amount was reduced to 
ton pounds par man, but the supply 
was exhausted long before the end of 
the hungry Hue was reached.

A sack of gold woal.l 
bo handed in to the weighor, but

rush wua so yreat that no tima was

through the weigher's hands. For three 
days the white flvg waved and the mob 
held possession of tho town, but to their 
creditbo it naid,there was uo disturbance 
whatever, nud nothing taken save flour. 
A party of men with pack horses started 
for the Saake river range to shovel a 
trail through the suow and roach the 
flour train, if possible; bat the snow 
was too deup, and they returned dis- 
couraged. As the supply became scarcer 
miners shared their hoarded flour with 
\vouiea and children who were less 
fortunate ; but a gi-eat number of men 
outside of Virginia City lived for weeks 
upon beef alone, and at one time fears 
of starvation were expressed. But f.he 
snows, melted early and at last the joy- 
ons news was shouted through the 
streets of Virginia City thnt a flour 
train was slowly wheeling up Alder 
Gulch. In the oiuly Spring dayn, when 
tho price filially dropped to $40 per 
sack, it was thought to be as cheap us 
dirt.
